result was that the heart was found to 
be ina healthy condition. 
No disease 


of that organ had caused death. There 
was noevidence of violence oi|i foulplay 
to account for death. 
The autopsy re- 


vealed such a state of the vital organs 
that the physicians declared that acute 
alcoholism, and oxposure to cold while 
the vital forces were reduced by drink, 
were the causes of death. 
A coroner's 
jury is supposed tobe called to deter- 
mine by a semi-judical 
inquiry, the 


true cause of death. Ifit stops short 
of taking the necessary 
steps— by ex- 


pert testimony or autopsy— of finding 
out the facts, itmight just as well be 
dispensed withaltogether. Itis simply 
a waste of time and money. 
The peo- 


ple oflone are to be commended 
for 
taking action to redeem the affair from 
the unsatisfactory shape in which the 
coroner's jury leftit.. 


Coroner Geo. M. Huberty. was noti- 


fied, and went' down and held an in- 
quest the same day. 
Three 
wituesses 


were examined, S. Lewis, J. Tonzi, and 
B.Dufrene. 
No medical man was call- 


ed to pass an opinion as to the cause of 
death. 
The jury, in the absence 
of 


any testimony toindicate any particular 
cause, found a verdict that deceased 
came to his death from heart failure. 


Itseems that Klein, who was a heavy 


drinker, had been making merry with 
his boon companions on Christmas day.
